To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1 953. 

Again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  Estimated  Population  of 
310  and  the  figure  now  stands  at  6910. 

Last  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  25  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
had  been  notified  when  it  was  felt  that  v/ith  the  means  at  our  disposal 
to  prevent  this  disease  none  should  have  occurred.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  note  therefore  that  no  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  v/ere  notified  in 
1958  and  this  disease  along  with  Diphtheria  is  surely  being  added  to 
the  list  of  disappearing  diseases. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  death  tables  which  show  that 
communicable  diseases  which  not  so  long  ago  were  the  chief  cause  of 
death,  principally  in  infancy  and  early  life,  are  now  of  minor 
importance.  The  majority  of  deaths  new  occur  in  the  groups  covered 
by  cancer  and  circulatory  diseases.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
improvements  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned  were  brought 
about  by  a realisation  that  the  environment  is  responsible  for  disease. 
The  absence  of  clean  and  adequate  water  supplies,  proper  sewerage,  clean 
food  and  milk  and  satisfactory  houses  are  the  main  causes  of  spread 
of  disease. 

Modern  research  and  development  has  also  taught  us  how  to 
improve  the  resistance  of  the  individual  to  disease  by  vaccination 
and  immunisation.  One  of  the  chief  problems  of  the  future  will  be  not 
only  to  extend  the  range  of  diseases  that  can  be  covered  by 
immunisation  but  also  to  devise  means  of  producing  one  agent  that  will 
protect  against  several  diseases. 

There  is  no  doubt  now  that  the  emphasis  in  preventive  medicine 
must  now  be  directed  towards  the  elimination  of  any  factor  from  the 
environment  which  can  be  proved  to  play  any  part  in  the  increasing 
incidence  of  cancer  and  heart  diseases.  In  this  connection  I would 
draw  your  notice  particularly  to  the  20  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease 
in  the  years  1957  and  1958.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  condition 
has  increased  in  incidence  and  presents  a formidable  challenge  to 
modern  medicine.  Many  interesting  facts  are  known  namely  that  it 
is  commoner  in  the  more  highly  developed  countries  with  their  high 
pace  of  living  and  sophisticated  diets.  Some  authorities  claim  that 
a diet  rich  in  saturated  fats,  i.  e.  solid  fats,  have  a tendency  to 
increase  the  cholesterol  content  of  the  blood  and  over  the  years 
precipate  a blockage  in  the  vessels  supplying  the  Heart,  producing 
what  is  technically  known  as  Coronary  Thrombosis  or  Occlusion.  It 
has  been  noted  too  that  it  is  more  prevalent  in  the  higher  income 
groups  and  in  those  unaccustomed  to  strenuous  physical  exercise. 

And  furthermore  it  is  much  commoner  in  men  than  in  women.  Miners, 
farm  workers,  postmen  and  bus  conductors  whose  work  involves  them 
in  a good  deal  of  physical  activity  are  less  prone  to  Coronary 
disease  than  sedentary  workers  such  as  clerks  and  bus~drivers. 

Whatever  the  cause  therefore  much  patient  and  accurate  research 
is  necessary  into  the  effects  of  diets  and  exercise  on  heart  disease. 

Turning  to  Cancer  attention  is  drawn  to  the  increasing 
incidence  in  the  Country  of  Lung  Cancer.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a 
relationship  exists  between  heavy  cigarette  smoking,  air  pollution 
and  an  increased  incidence. 
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During  the  year  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  vaccinate 
against  Poliomyelitis  everyone  up  to  the  age  of  26.  A good  deal  of 
publicity  was  given  to  the  campaign*  I am  pleased  to  report  that  a 
good  response  was  obtained  and  this  was  made  possible  by  the  close 
and  willing  cooperation  of  the  Family  Doctors  and  Nursing  Services. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  work  at  the  Welfare 
Clinic  continues  to  grow  and  the  need  for  new  accommodation  is  more 
urgent  than  ever*  The  Council  are  well  aware  of  this  and  are  pressing 
the  County  Council  to  provide  a new  Clinic. 

Work  is  proceeding  rather  slowly  unfortunately,  towards  the 
provision  f a "Meals  on  Wheels"  scheme.  It  is  considered  that 
although  not  large  a definite  need  exists  and  an  even  greater  need 
may  be  revealed  once  a scheme  is  started.  This  has  been  the 
experience  in  other  areas. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  your  Clerk,  Mr.  R,  Heap  for  the 
assistance  he  has  given  at  all  times  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  S.  Haigh  for  the  help  he  has  given  me  in  enabling  me  to  carry 
out  my  duties,  and  for  his  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector1 s Department,  and  have  been  compiled  by 
Mr.  3.  Haigh,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

Water  Supply 

This  district  became  a constituent  Member  of  the  Board  on 
October  1st.  1958.  It  was  previously  supplied  from  the  Alsager 
Boreholes.  This  water  is  corrosive  to  copper  pipes  and  the  quantity 
has  beer:  cut  down  as  far  as  possible  by  bringing  in  v/ater  from  the 
Delamere  Boreholes  and  the  bulk  supply  frum  Congleton  Borough.  It 
is  intended  ultimately  to  abandon  this  source  also,  but  it  will  be 
some  years  before  this  can  be  achieved. 

A number  of  connections  have  been  installed  from  the  Board1 s 
9 inch  trunk  main  to  the  existing  distribution  mains  and  have  had 
the  effect  of  transferring  a considerable  proportion  of  the  town  from 
the  high  Mere  Lake  Reservoir  zone  to  a lower  pressure.  This  avoids 
a very  high  night  pressure  which  previously  prevailed  but  maintained 
better  daytime  pressures. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Day  Green  and  Longview, 

The  Day  Green  Works  are  old  and  are  now  overloaded  and 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  modernising  and  enlarging. 

Each  year  as  additional  houses  are  connected,  the  works  show  further 
signs  of  overloading. 

The  Longivew  Works  are  in  good  condition  but  show  signs  of 
overloading  during  storms  and  additional  sludge  drying  beds  are 
required. 

Both  works  have  been  maintained. 

The  Sewerage  from  the  Close  Lane  area  is  discharged  and 
treated  at  the  Sewage  Works  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  who  also 
maintain  these  works  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  general  sewerage  system  of  the  district  shows  signs  of 
overloading  and  surcharging  of  the  sewers  takes  place  during  storm 
periods,  with  consequent  discharge  of  dilute  sewage  to  the  surface 
at  various  places. 

The  sewerage  system  continues  to  develop  in  the  Talke  Road 
area  and  extensive  development  is  likely  to  take  place  in  the  near 
future. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  Council  maintain  a regular  system  of  Refuse  Collection  and 
Disposal  based  on  a Bonus  System  whereby  the  bins  are  emptied  regularly 
over  a period  of  ten  or  eleven  working  days. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  which  is  subject  to  a 
certain  amount  of  control. 


Housing 

Information  for  housing  is  now  provided  on  Form  P,  13  (Hsg). 

Foods  and  Drugs 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises  during 
the  year.
